‘The President said he had inter- 
viewed Mr. Strong, president of 
the Alberta Pacific Elevator Co. 
regarding the question of gristing 
for farmers at the mill in Red 
Deer. He absolutely refused 
at first to entertain the propo- 
sition, but afterwards when he 
understood it was only for local 
grinding he consented to enter- 
tain the. question. He was 
greatly pleased with his business 
atthe preeent time. If he gut a 
miller who could do gristing and 
at the same time attend to the 
other brancheg of the business he 
might doit. He would positively 
do nothing but local custom work 
but would do this work as good 
agacustom millcoulddo it. Mr. 
Strong would do gristing as cheap 
as other mills. But the farmers 
must show interest in the scheme 
before the:company would take 
it up. 

Moved by Mr. Hargrave sec- 
onded by Mr. Jenkins that the 
secretary be instructed to write 
Mr. Strong assuring him of the 
support of this aseociation in the 
event of his company introducing 
gristing machinery in the mill 
here.-

Garden Planting Hints, 


Make out your list for seeds’ 
and plants early. 

The azaleas bloom late in win- 
ter. 

Turn plants frequently to keep 
from being ‘‘drawn.”’ 

Be ready for the cold days, 
they are still at hand. 

Too much fertilizer develops a@ 
weak but rapid growth. 

Plants that are not growing 
need no fertilizers. 

Do not shower plants on cloudy 
days and keep out of sun when 
wet, 

Take no chances in fighting 
‘insects; fight to exterminate. 

Keep window garden clean. 
Remove dead leaves, scrub pots, 
shower foliage, keep window 
glass clean. 

Paste paper over all cracks and 
openings of windows containing 
plants. Tighten loose panes with 
putty. 

Large pots for foliage, small 
pots for flowers. Plenty of sun-* 
shine for geraniums. 

Amaryllis and Queen lily 
should be brought into light the 
last of March for May blooming. 

If soilin the bulb pot in the 
cellar seems dry, moisten mod- 
erately, but don’t keep wet, or 
the bulb will rot.

mendation of .the- Commission was 
fair and_ reasonable, and that it was 
upto the Government to carry out 
these recommendations, : 

Now if any of the members of the 
Government; or Assembly thought 
that there should be some_ changes _ or 


improvements made in that.‘ report 
that was the time to do it, but we are 


given to understand that they adopted 
the report as it-was and it appeared to 
me as astrange procedure if some of 
the paid ‘officials now undertake to 
change what was passed by the whole 
House. 

The report distinctly states that a 
reasonable assurance should be given 
the farmers that they would supply at 
least 50,000 hogs per year and that the 
Stock Commissioner be sent out to 
canvass the different districts to ob- 
tain the signatures of the farmers as 
to the probable number of hogs each 
will agree to supply, delivery to be 
made to the railway station. 

It also distinctly states that this 
agreement should bind everyone who 
signs it to give all the hogs which he 
may wish to dispose of for curing 
purposes to the Government plantand 
anyone selling incontravention to this 
agreement would be subject to a fine. 

Tomy mind an agreement modeled 
on these lines should be sufficient 
reasonable assurance to the Govern- 
meut or anyone else, as such a scheme 
works automatically iu itself com- 
pelling each man, after becoming a 
patron to actin govud faith with the 
Government by submitting toa fine. 

Another feature of the case is that 
there would be thousands of hogs a- 
vailable that would not be promised 
at the start on account of the :pro- 
ducers not being canvassed either by 
the Stock Commissioner or the U. F, 
A. ; 

And as the whole trend of the re- 
port goes to show that in order to en- 
courage the hog raising industry, the 
Government should take some part of 
the risk, if risk there is, though to my 
mind the risk-is almost imperceptible. 

By an act passed some time ago, 
presumably to help the’ beet growing 
industry of the province, and inci- 
dentally to help fill the pockets of the 
sugar manufacturer, a public grant is 
given to the said manutacturers to the 
amount of $250,000 which they can 
draw at the rate of $50,000 per year, 
on condition that they pay a certain 
rate per ton for beets of a certain 
grade, the manufacturer to be judge. 
There might be’ some question as to 
whether the Government was given a 
reasonable assurance that his judge- 
ment was right, but there doves not 
seem to be any such question “raised. 

But in this pork case, where an a- 
greement is signed by several thou- 
sand: reputable farmers that they will 
give all the hogs they raise, the doubt 
seems to arise in the minds of some of 
the government officials that the far- 
mer will not play fair unless bound by 
a castiron, onesided pledge that they 
will supply so many hogs whether 
they can raise them or not. A kind of 
pledge that no business minded farmer 
would care to sign, 

No manufacturer or carrying com- 
pany will enter into such a contract to 
deliver gouds at a stated time without 
some saving clause attached which 
gives them freedom when circum- 
stances arise over which they have no 
control. 

When a loading platform is de- 
manded from a Railway Co., areason- 
able assurance has to be given to the 
warehouse Commissioner that a cer- 
tain number of bushels of grain is 
grown in the vicinity. To get this he 
does not ask the farmers to sign a 
pledge that they will provide a cer- 
tain number of bushels each year, fox 
five years, but to sign a statement 
that they have grown such number in 
previous years and that they expect 
to grow such number in the next suc- 
ceeding years. 

To my mind the first thing in order 
would be to use the recommendations 
of the Commission as a basis to work 
from in framing an agreement get the 
patrons’ signatures, get them to- 
gether to elect their directors, then 
these directors will be in a position to 
confer with the Government in mat- 
ters of detail. - 

No doubt there will be changes and 
improvements needed, but that is not 
amatter for some government em- 
ployee to undertake at the present 
time but a matter for the directors 
and the governinent as they deem 
most advisable. 

It is high time something should be 
done. The U. F, A. is now in a pos-! 
ition to place in the hands of the 
Stock Comnnissioner the names of 
hundreds of farmers who mean_ busi- 
ness, who have already signed an 
agreement, almost identical with that 
recommended by the Commission. 

That this draft agreement, or pos- 
sibly even a more stringent one has 
not been sent out, has been, I believe 
because of the opposition it has met, 
and Ido hope that the protests thgt 
are now being made against it may | 
have the effect of causing it's i

How: Fashionable | Irish Crochet 
Dress Trimmings Are Made. 


STAR PATTERN’ INSERTION. 


The Motifs Are Joined Into Attractive 
Bands by Sewing Three of the Picots 
of Two Points Together Where They 
Meet. 


To make the favorite Irish crochet 
lace in attractive designs for blouse or 
dress trimmings follow these direc- 
tlons: 

Ch., chain stitch; d., double stitch; t., 
treble stitch; p. c., padding cord. 

Star Pattern Insertion.—The motif of 
this very pretty. design will.be found

most useful, whether joined together 
for tnsertion as illustrated or used sin- 
gly, as in Vig. 1. In this case it’is 
either appliqued to the material or fp- 
serted. The 
the design were No. 42 Irish lace 
thread, white No. JO padding cotton 
and a fine crochet hook. The patterns 
are equally sultable for silk and linen. 

To make the motif, wind the p. ¢. 
twenty times round asmall mesh. Into 
this tiny ring of p. c. work 23 d. close- 
ly: First row, 2 d. into each stitch on 
ring. Second row, 1 t. into each of 
last row. Third row, 1 d. Into first t 
of Jast row, 2 d. into next t, 1 d. into 
next, then 2 d. into every alternate 
stitch, and 1d. between to end of row. 
Fourth row, 15 ch. fasten to fourth 
stitch of lust row, 15 ch. fasten to next 
fourth d., 1 d. into each of next 5 d.; 
*15 ch. fusten to next fourth stitch, 13 
ch. fasten to next fourth stitch, 1 d. 
into each of next 5 d.* and repeat three 
times. Fifth row, *10 d. Into first 
loop, 10 ch., fasten to top of second 
loop, 10 d. down side of this loop, 1 d. 
into each of 5 d.,* and repeat all 
around. Sixth row, 1 d. into each d. 
all round and 10 d, into each top loop. 
Seventh row, 1 d. into center of first 


5d. 2 ch. 1 t. into second stitch on. 


loop, 2 ch. 1 t. into every second stitch 
all round, putting 1 d. into the center 
of cach 5 d. between thet points. 
Eighth row, 1 d. 5 ch. 1 d. into each 
space of 2 ch, all round. 

To make’ these motifs Into insertion 
join the polnts In the manner illustrat- 
ed by sewing three of the plicots of 
two points, where they meet when 
placed together, on the wrong side 
neatly and securely. Two points at 
one side of the motif and one at the 
other must be joined in this five point 
star. 

To make Fig. 2 take four long strands 
of padding thread and fasten the

thread to one end with 1d. Twist the 
p oc round to form a ring and work 
40 d. Into it. Join the first aud last 
stitches, *25 d. over p. ¢c. Pull the p. ¢.

1d. into last stitch and 1 t. into each 
stitch to end; 2 d. into next two on 
ring. Turn: 1'd. Into last t. and 1 t. 
into each t. to top. 1d. into first d. and 
2d. over the p. ec Turn and work 1 d. 
over p. c. into each stiteh of last row, 


and 2 into next two on center ring.* 
Ikepeat seven times, joining the first 5 
d. over p. c. to the preceding leaflet by

IDR. CLARK AT OTTAWA. 


An Independent Opinion of Our Member by 
the Toronto News. ‘ 


The Newniatket Canal Might do to Fight Germans With. ~ 


The correspondent of the Toronto 
News has the following on our men- 
ber, Dr. Clark, during the recent de- 
bate: 

Ottawa, April 22nd.—To-day’s in- 
stalment of the budget debate was re- 
markable for two curious speeches 
from Government supporters. Mr. 
Ralph Smith assailed the militia policy 
of the Government, protesting against 
it spending seven million dollars a 
year for military purposes, ‘while ex- 
penditures on productive works were 
being curtailed. Dr. Clark, in the 


occasion to commend expenditures on 
development works, and was asked by 
the Opposition, ‘What about the 
Newmarket Canal?” This was awkward 
for Dr. Clark was greatly disgusted 
over that business, and twice shirked 
the vote on it. Unable to ignore the 
question, he dismissed the Aylesworth 


fortification in the event of a German 
invasion. 

For the rest we have to note a care- 
ful speech by Mr. Jameson, of Digby, 
advocuting a reform of the national 
account-keeping so as to charge ex- 
penditure against receipts. 

DR. CLARK ANALYZED. 

Very curious indeed was Dr. Clark's 
speech, Understand that Dr. Clark is 
a very curious person: not a negligible 
one by any means, for he is a man of 
ability, and an uncommonly good 
speaker; not to be taken over-serious- 
ly, for there is that queer quirk about 
him which just makes him impracti- 
cable. He is a complete and finished 
specimen of that precious bird, the 
Little Englander-Radical; understand 
him, and you have Dr. Clark put away 
in his own proper little case in_the 
collection, < duly numbered, ticketed 
and indexed. -~A Northumbrian, a 
medical man trained at Edinburgh, he 
came to this country seven years ago, 
turned Alberta rancher, prospered, 
and now is here. He is a free trader of 
the purest school, has read Adam 
Smith, and has a suspicion that we 
Canadians haven’t. He is a Radical of 
the sort which firmly holds that 
wealth and kind thoughts will pre- 
serve you in safety against other 
nations who are not so rich and whose 
thoughts may be anything but kind. 
And through all the thoughts and 
words which a well educated and un- 
commonly clever man has addressed 
to Parliament, runs Lhat odd twist of 
mind which just puts him a wee bit 
out of touch with the human world 
about him. It is a sort of schoolmaster 
attitude. Men almost always ‘listen 
carefully when a man who is knownto 
be master of some special subjecttalks 
nbout it; men almost always resent an 
authoritative assumption of superior 
general it intelligence, or gerferal_infor- 
mation, We=hear a good deal, about 
the Englishman’ sarrogance; the writer 
of these lines has:met many English- 
men and has not discovered any, large 
quantities of that characteristic; but 
there is one peculiar brand of English- 
man who is prone to assume%fthat 
schoolmuaster-like__ attitude, ‘rk Gentle 
Reader—he is the Little e ,Englander- 
Radical. 

_Just here is a pr oat. “With the best 
intentions in the world, he did his 
best this afternoon to alienate_what- 
ever § Scottish vote his riding may con- 
tain. He is half,of Scottish birth; he is 
one of the Englishmen who rather like 
to pose as Scotchmen; and he referred 
to the Nova Scotians as beingdescend- 
ed “from that race which keeps the 
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Sabbath and everything else it lays its 
hands on.” And he thought that was 
acompliment, and will be surprised 
and incredulous if informed that 
Scotsmen take such pleasantries ill. 

The doctor is an excellent speaker, 
of the robust type. His speech was a 
curious mixture of class xoom econ- 
omics and effectiye stuinp speech re- 
torts; the transition from a disquisi- 
tion to the effect that scientifically 
considered there is no such thing as a 
balance of trade to a rough and ready 
retort which would charm an election 
audience into vociferous approval had 
an electrical sort of effect. 

MR. FOSTER “SCUNNERS” HIM, 

~But that is not all. Mr. Foster has 
given him a wonderful scunner. The 
honorable member from North Tor- 
onto bids fair to become his King 
Charles’ Head. Why, it is hard tosay; 
perhaps it was the effect of a steudy 
course of Liberal campuign literature; 
anyway, he came here loaded for bear, 
and at the earliest possible moment he 
assailed him. Myr. Foster retorted with 
a caustic remark about a fly buzzing 
about the horns of an ox; that settled 
the business. A while ago he attacked 
again, and Mr. Foster availed himself 
of Dr. Clark’s use of the word ‘‘pro- 
mulgate” to ridicule him mercilessly. 
And to-day the warp of his speech 
was Mr? Foster’s wickedness and the 
woof was free trade doctrine. 

The doctor's speech, ‘which came 
first, dealt wholly with trade ques- 
tions, _ He said that he found the 
people in Eastern Canada irfclined to 
be dazzled with the supposed success 
of American protectionisme The 
American tariff had been a success in 
building up trusts and millionaires, 
What, after all, have the United 
States done? They keep only twenty- 
one people on each square mile; where- 
as Great Britain maintains 588 persons 
on each square nile. The present pos- 
ition of the United States is one of de- 
pression and unemployment; last year 
their net immigration was only six 
thousand. He referred to the collapse 
of American and the growth of British 
shipping. 

DR. CLARK’S POLICY. 

Discussing the Canadian ‘tariff, Dr. 
Clark attacked the movement for pro- 
tection to the woollen industry, There 
were five thousand persons engaged in 
making woollens, there were seven 
mnillions who wore them. He preferred 
to favor the seven millions. Then, 
after plentiful apologies to Mr. Field- 
ing, he fell foul of Nova Scouia. He 
respected it because it was populated 
by those who derived thcir origin from 
the race which kept the Sabbath and 
everything else they could lay their 
handscn. But he feared there was 
some protectionisin there; and so far 
as their outlook- was protectionist it 
was narrow, sectional, class, Provin- 
cial rather than national. After turn- 
ing aside to attack the National Pol- 
icy, he went on to discuss the policy 
of development, which meant con- 
siderable expenditures. Then came 
the adventure of the Newmarket 
canal, already related. . 

He concluded with a violent attack 
on Mr. Foster, who on a couple of 
times had badly worsted him in ex- 
changes. 

His policy, as finally stated, was: 
Keep the immigration policy on sound 
lines; keep the farmers going on the 
land; let them buy the things they 
need at reasonable rates; give them 
markets by keeping the tariff down to 
a revenue hasis, 


~ Dastartly Crimes, 


(Lacombe Globe.) 


While the police of the country 
are making desperate efforts to 
stamp out horse and cattle steal- 
ing and other crimes, far more 
serious crimes are being com- 
mitted and allowed to pass with 
out an investigation of auy kind. 
On Sunday last one of Larombe’s 
doctors was called to attend the 
confinement of a fourteen year 
old child, who had become the 
victim of some miserable cur 
who masquerades as a man. 
Under the Charlton Act a crime 
of this nature is one of the most 


| serious under the Criminal Code, 


and the authorities should take 
this case up and at least attempt 
to bring the guilty party to jus- 
tice. Itis too bad that capital 
punishment is not allowed in cases 
where degenerates lure young 
girls to a life of shame. The 
penalty of fourteen years is not 
enough, unless supplemented 
with the lash. Crimes of this 
nature are becoming altogether 
too numerous around here 
and although we do not like the 
task of writing on matters like 


this, we believe that without the 
authorities will never get to work. 
Hence we take it up.

But if we refuse to sell 
the log then we will compel this 
army of industries to move over 
to Canada and give employment 
to our workingmen, trade to our 
merchants and profit to our far- 
mers. 

The vagaries of the wheat 
market have attracted consider- 
able attention of late. The New 
York Herald expressed some in- 
terest, the other day, in the fact 
that a cargo of oats from Argen- 
tine was being unloaded at Goth- 


am. 
“Itis certainly curious,’ re- 
marks the Herald, ree the

In the calendar 
year 1906 we exported oats to the 
value of more than $9,000,000, 
but the following year our exports 
dropped below one million and in 
the last calendar year to little 
more than half a million.

With the displacing of 
horses by mechanical power it 
might be though thatconsumption 
of oats would dwindle to meet our 
decreased production. Can it be 
that increased use of breakfast 
foods is responsible for this Ar- 
fentine invasion?”’
